Dear Kirby:- 

vour fine letter just received and I must answer at once. 

I am glad that you have finally expressed yourself on this most 
vital topic and I shall give you more of my side. Understand me 
please; I do not seek to force my views on you but merely submit 
for your careful and prayerful investigation. I take it you are 
willing to look into the matter earnestly and thoughtfully. Ask 
the guidance and illumination of the Holy Spirit and it will come. 

The first declaration I have is to call your attention 
to the fact that there are two classes of people in this world at 
present; the righteous and the wicked. The Church, to which we 
belong, is _in the world but is not _of the world. In the last chap¬ 
ter of Daniel it is stated that (concerning the time of the end) 
the wicked shall not understand but the righteous shall. I belong 
to the righteous and accept the promise that it is possible for me 
to discern the time, by hard study and divine leading. How about 
you? Wicked shall not: righteous shall. I am glad to see you are 
able to quote the Word of God to support your opinion and I ask the 
privilege in return. I accept the result as final, if Bible view. 

The time does come on the world as a thief in the night but here I 
take the world to be the wicked, not the righteous. In Thess. a 
verse states that the righteous shall not be unprepared but the 
wicked shall. As it was in the days of Noah so shall it be when 
the Lord someth; the world did not know the flood was coming, only 
righteous Noah and his family. The others had the same chance to 
know and prepare as did Noah but were too busy eating and drinking 
and marrying, etc. There never had been a flood before, not even 
rain on the earth up to the time of the flood, and they said it 
was preposterous. SO SHALL IT BE WHEN THE SON OP MAN COMES. THEY 
HAD GOD'S WORD ABOUT THE MATTER BUT BELIEVED IT NOT. We have just 
as much chance, and even a great deal more. As it was in the days 
ot Lot, so shall it be again. I will give you a verse that usually 
is quoted to support your views. (I believe you are quoting the 
opinions of your college professors or some friends, without having 
gone into the matter deeply for yourself.) No man knoweth the day 
nor the hour of the Coming, save the Father in Heaven. Yet, in 
the face of this verse I say that the Lord Will come in 1915. I 
do not intend to contradict the Bible either, for it is final. 

Notice; the verse says no man knows the day nor the hour, I believe 
that but,- it does not say we are not to know the year. There are 
six or eight different lines of prophecies that all point to 193,5. 

I am in earnest! The first I shall give you is the resurrection ~ 
line, ending in 1915. It is found in the last chapter 

of Daniel. Prom the taking away of the continual and the setting 
up instead thereof of the abomination that maketh desolate there 
shall be 1290 days. But blessed is he that waiteth and coraeth to 
the end of the 1335 days. Ezek. 4:6 states that a day equals a year. 
That would make these read 1290 years and 1335 years. The taking 
away of the continual, or daily sacrifice, was accomplished in the 
year 530 when Gregory the Great established the temporal power of 
the pope of Rome. The Scripture states that this shall continue 
for 1290 years. What, shall continue’ the temporal power of the 







popes. If it commenced in 580 and was to run 1290 years when 
should the end of this temporal power he? Add the two and it gives 
1870. What did happen in 1870. in the fall of 1870 our histories 
tell us that Italy's sreparation of church and state took place; and 
Italy was the last to do this. The edict stated that the temporal 
power of the pope was abolished and should remain so. Did it? 

The pope has been a prisoner in the Vatican ever since and has 
exercised only ecclesiastical authority over his subjects. This 
is a wonderful fulfilment of prophecy is it not? But this is only 
considering two thirds of the prophecy. Blessed is he that waits 
45 years longer than this. Add 45 years (obtained by subtracting 
1290 from 1335) to 1870 and it gives 1915. The first verse of the 
last chapter of Daniel states that then the resurrection of the 
dead (this occurs at the coming of the Lord)then takes place. If 
the first two parts of the prophecy have been fulfilled, I have 
nothing else I can do but expect confidently that the third part 
will be. The flower fadeth and the grass withers but the Word of 
Ood abides forever. Who is God that Me shall lie? He is not man. 
Heaven and earth may pass away but My words shall not pass away. 

God isn’t slack concerning His promises. 

The record states that Jerusalem shall be trodden under 
foot of the Gentiles until 7 times shall be fulfilled. We know 
that we are living in the time of the Gentiles, the Gospel age. 

When did it begin and how long shall it continue. Jesus stated 
to his audience on one occasion that certain things should be until 
the time of the Gentiles be fulfilled. A time, according to sacred 
and Jewish chronology is 360 years. Then 7 times would be 7x360= 
2520 years, for the Gentile rule. The Gentile rule commenced with 
the overthrow of the temple and Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar in 
606 B.O. I find that figuring this out would place the end of the 
time of the Gentiles in 1915. Take 1915 and add 606, as one is 
A.D. and one B.O., and it gives 2520 years; subtract 1 year for 
crossing the A.D-B.C. line and you have 2520 years (7 times) the 
time prophesied for the tine of the Gentiles. There have been 4 
universal empires, Babylon^, Medo-Persian, Grecian, Roman and the 
fifth will be the kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ set up on this 
earth. It shall break in pieces the kingdoms of this earth and 
it shall never be destroyed.

The 
6000 years correspond to the 6 days of creation and as God rested 
on the seventh so shall the earth rest on the seventh ( 1000 year) 
day. Christ's coming ushers in what we call the Millenium, which 
is a 1000 years.

Mother Of Mine:- 

I was glad to get your good letter today. I note with 
great interest what you have to say in regard to the decision that 
Alma and I have made in regard to the time of our marriage. You 
may well believe me when I say that had we followed our own selfish 
desires in the matter we would have been married some three years 
ago. Alma and I thought, talked and prayed about the matter in 
Kansas City, as well as before, and our better judgment told us 
to wait. Our deoision was made not because I desire to make a 
great name for myself, as you fear, for I am trying hard to rid 
my-self of any such ambitions, but rather because we have decided 
that we shall do everything within our power to make our lives as 
useful and as helpful as possible. Te have made our decision 
with the thought of a lifetime of service in view and not simply 
the next few years. 

Tith this idea firmly in mind, we have decided that we 
must prepare ourselves thoroughl y for our work. "Te believe that 
the good Lord uses most those persons who are best prepared for 
service, and we are determined to give Him a chance to use us in 
a mighty way if He sees fit.

Dear Mother: 

We have been having quite a time since my last letter. 

I dressed up Friday night in my pretty yellow dress and brushed 
rnd pressed Kirby up to a finish and we attended the Grind in 
all our glory, and I think we mush have shaken hands with about 
everyone in the whole College. We had a splendid time and got 
away by eleven o'clock. 

We got up the next morning at five and caught the 
six thirty train out for Montieth. We got off at the station

Four other girls are to have Mission study classes, but I don’t 
like the idea of more classes, so vie will read some interesting 
books. Then too, this idea will suit the girls better than a 
study class, and they can come and bring their fancy work or 
do as they please. I had a real Indian costume and it was some 
make up. Only girls were at the meeting. I didn’t get to finish 
my story and some of them want to hear the rest. The girlsin 
charge told me that six or seven had already enrolled for my 
class so far. Here's hoping there won t be too many or they 
can’t all get into my room. 

This letter is written in the first person singular. 
That great big kinky headed gander goose is trying to find 
something that will help him in his Sermon for Sunday and he 
refuses to write anything besides strictly business letters. 

I am afraid to sign his name too often to letters like this as 
someone might accuse me of forgery. He thinks he is pretty 
busy these days, but if he gets much busier than I he will have 
to be going some.

Dear Mother: 

We have certainly been having some strenuous time 
this last week. Y/e left here on Friday afternoon last for 
Montieth and had to go direct from the class room to the train. 
When we got as far as Menlo the weather had made a decided 
change for the North winds society and we had a ten mile auto 
ride in front of us. We finally reached Montieth pretty muchfy 
blown to pieces and went directly after we had deposited our 
things to the hall where the Endeavor social was in progress. 

There were only about forth six there as there had been a horse 
show at Penola that day and a number had attended and had gotten 
home too late to attend. The party was divided into four groups 
and Kirby and I were in different ones and in the games that fol 
lowed my division won final supremacy over Kirbys which was a 
close second and this pleased them very much. It is funny to 
see the old folks join in with the youngsters and play as enthu¬ 
siastically as they. Everyone gees by their first name. A lit¬ 
tle kid will come up and call a grey headed woman Annie or Alice 
and a girl will call her uncle Bob as big as life, and never think 
anything about it. We had a fifteen mile ride in an auto Monday 
morning across country. Had plenty of wraps this time and by do¬ 
ing this got into town two hours earlier, took part of that time 
to go to the hospital to see one of our members who was sick. 

Had a big day Sunday, good crowde each service and a big dinner 
out in the country. Kirby liked to have talked himself Eick try- 
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ing to get one of the old fellows who went out at the old splitup 
back into the church. He and his wife want to come back but 
haven't reached the point yet where they can put their religion 
above themselves. They are going to have evangelistic meetings 
some time this fall, however, and may get them in at that time. 

One of the families has already come back. Things certainly do 
look bright out there now. 

Billy Sunday starts a six weeks campaign here on next 
Sunday. They have built a special tabernacle and all the churches 
dismiss for his benefit. We expect a number of things to happen 
during this campaign and we are going to send you one of the 
daily papers during the time the meeting is on. Y/e hope you will 
enjoy it and know you will. 

The Volunteers had an open meeting tonight and a young 
fellow under appointment to go to Vanilla in the Y.F. work spoke. 
Y'e have a new man ready to sign up in consequence. Cfne I have 
had' my eye on for quite a while.

? r r Scott is in town for a couple of days on his 
way to Dallas, where he becomes General Secretary, Ke 
took lunch with us yesterday and we had a. great visit 
together. I think probably I could get in with him at 
Dallas next year if I wanted to. I am not sure yet what 
I want to do next year. If finances can be arranged, we 
both are anxious to stay in school at least one more year. 
Scott is in sympathy with the plan and recommends Obcrlin 
Seminary very highly. V/e will decide within the next 
three or four months. 

Everything still goes beautifully with us and we 
are as happy as can be. Alma goes to Monteith almost every 
Sunday and we are enjoying the work there immensely. Billy 
Sunday was at Drake yesterday and seems to be getting things 
warmed up. I Hope you are getting the Capital all right.

Dear Mother: 

Kirby thought he would be real nice and write you a 
whole letter last week and finally did so after much labor on my 
part to get him started. The real trouble was that I had taken 
advantage of a holiday and had my eyes dillated and tested for 
new glasses and hope 1 have gotten some that will at last suit 
me and enable me to do as much studying as I should. We went 
to town Thursday afternoon for this and of course I could not 
see Thursday night to any extent and made out like I couldn’t 
see on Friday morning until he got his letters written. I think 
they are about the first or second he has written, besides purejiy 
business ones, since we have been married. He vvouldn*t say any 
thing about my eyes in the letter because he wanted all the glory 
of having written the letters. I am glad he did it once. 

Mother writes me that she has been down to League City 
with my step-sister, who has a new little girl at her house. 
Mother says she has as much or more hair than I had when I was 
a baby and it is real black. This is the third baby. The other 
two children have golden or almost red hair, still it is a pretty 
color. I expect mother will be having one of them home with her 
pretty soon as she is alone so much of the time when the kids 
are at school or work, and she is just crazy about youngsters. 

I forgot to say my hair was about an inch long. 

Mr. Scott was with us Thursday noon and also Saturday 
noon. He is now on his way to Dallas, Texas where he will take 
charge of the Y.K.C.A. and try to put it on its feet, so to speak 
as it is in a pretty badly run dov/n condition. He was very nice 
to us and gave us a check for five dollars as a belated wedding 
present. He didn’t make any staVecf offer to Kirby for w r ork next 
year, but told me that he was going to try and have a place ready 
for Kirby when school is out. We don’t know just yet what we wiffl 
do at that time. Kirby has about given up the.* Idea. of taking a 
degree as it requires so much stuff that he doesn't need 
and he hardly thinks he will w r ant to be a college professor. 

We have heard Billy Sunday only once or twice as yet 
as we are rather busy during the week, but will have a chance to 
hear him a good deal before he leaves. Hope you are getting your 
papers all right. You can't form much opinion just from rending 
about him. It is best to hear him talk. He certainly acts like 
he means it. WiEh you could hear him.

Y. r e get two rore holidays this week, but don't have it; 
any tiire to throw away. We are goi nr out to T'ontieth this 
morning and will have thanksgiving services tonight. 

The weather is much warmei 1 this week and I suppose 
about all the ice has melted by this time. It had not melted 
when we came back last rnonday and the streams were still full 
Jf it. It was a week ago today that we had zero weather. 

V,'e are getting our eggs and butter at -r ontieth and 
carrying them in each week as they are only 2b cents out there 
and are 35 and 40 cents in the city. One of the women gave 
us a big chunk of new sausage me-'t last Monday to bring in 
and believe me it sut-r did taste good. Y'e had four meals off 
of it. 

I hardly know how I will feed this groat big hungry 
bey for the next few months. He is practicing and trainging 
for basketball and can’t eat sweet stuff, and that is what 
has been coming in on most every meal. Vie have been eating 
a lot of sweet potatoes and I guess I will givf him potatoes 
with potatoes and some more potatoes. Vie don t oat very much 
meat as it makes the bill run so very high, but do eat a good 
many eggs, whito have about the same value as food and are 
cheaper in the long run, 

I guess you are now getting ready for the winter in 
earnest, and suppose you will find plenty to do around the new’ 
house while the wreather keeps you inside.

The thermometor 
stays around zero and I on day morning when we left llontieth it 
was 12 below. It is not bothering me in the least as I wrap up 
good when 1 go out and usually don’t have far to go where 1 naie 
to stay out in the open much at a time. It doesn't go to the 
bone like it does at home. 


\i/e received the butter and meat and are enjoying them 


As a rule 1 don't eat bacon as I can't get away with the fat, 

but this is just great. It was all in perfect condition when it 

arrived and has kept so ever since. One of the men at Montieth 
gave us sore new butchered meat, 3 or 4 pounds, and it froze and 
what is left is still frozen, but it won't freeze any more after 
tomorrow, as that finishes up the last of it. It was yearling,! 
suppose as it was too light colored to be beef. It sure was good 

anyway, and if you could see Kirby eat it you would know he 

thought so. 


We are about to change our plans and I suppose we will 


both be in Desmoiries during the holidays. He has work that must 
be done and I have work that should be done and we will stay and 
take care of each other.
